Submitted 
This school year, Augusta Independent, a small school located in Augusta, KY, has been very successful in terms of 
accomplishments. The student athletes of Augusta Independent Schools have given the school and the community many 
reasons to show their pride in the orange and black. Heading into the 2013 8th Region Archery Tournament on March 2nd, 
the A - Town Archers wanted to do their part in keeping the momentum going. 

Kentucky started its statewide archery program in 2006, and in the past many individual students and teams have 
enjoyed huge success. Up until this year the archery programs across the state have been governed by the National Archery 
in Schools Program (NASP). In 2013, the Kentucky High School Athletic Association (KHSAA) officially recognized 
Archery as a sport and set up its first ever regional and state competitions. Backed by the KHSAA, the number of schools 
and students competing in archery has ballooned all over the state. 

The 8th Region Archery Tournament saw over 500 archers from nine high schools, nine middle schools and four 
elementary schools compete for both the NASP and KHSAA Regional championship and the right to represent their school 
on the state level. The A-Town Archers had been practicing for most of the spring and that practice paid off to the tune of 
Augusta finishing as the 2013 KHSAA Region 8 Runner Up, as well as finishing in 3rd place in the 2013 Region 8 NASP 
standings. A couple of individuals were able to medal during the 8th Region Archery Tournament. Olivia Wiseman, a 
junior, place 4th overall for all female archers, and 6th grader Katie Gilbert was the highest scoring 6th grade female archer 
and was awarded the first place medal. This was Katie’s first year of competition. 

As the 8th region runner-up the A-Town Archers earned the right to qualify for the 2013 Kentucky State Tournament. 
They traveled to Louisville, KY, on March 18 th and 19th to represent Augusta Ind. in the KHSAA State Archery Tournament. 
The state tournament was the largest state championship ever conducted and the 2nd largest archery competition in the 
world.

A central tenet of Christianity is that 
God became man in the embodied 
form of Jesus, in order that we might 
know how to live a godly life. 
Christians don't expect to become 
gods, but we do hope to become 
more godlike by following the 
example of Jesus. There were a host 
of heresies in the early Church 
concerning Christ's divinity. The 
Arian heresy claimed that Christ was 
divine but created, and thus not con 
substantial (of the same substance) 
with God the father. Others believed 
that Christ was divine but not 
human, arguing that his suffering on 
the cross, and any other suffering 
which he underwent, were mere 
illusions. These issues were largely 



settled at the first council of Nicaea 
in 325 AD, which asserted in the 
Nicene Creed that Christ was “God 
from God, light from light, true God 
from true God, begotten, not made, 
one in being with the Father.” But, in 
what sense was Christ fully human? 
Christ's humanity is, ironically, more 
of a mystery than his divinity. How 
could God become man? The 
Gospels are essentially an attempt to 
answer that question, or at least for 
God, in the form of a man, to show 
us how to live a fully human life.

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Use caution around 
live poultry at Easter 
to prevent the 
spread of Salmonella 

With Easter only two 
weeks away, many children 
will receive a baby chick or 
duckling as a gift or will see 
them at a petting zoo. After 
touching ducklings or chicks, 
adults and children alike are 
encouraged to wash their 
hands so they don’t get sick. 
Contact with live poultry 
(chicks, chickens, ducklings, 
ducks, geese, and turkeys) 
can be a source of human 
Salmonella infections. The 
Salmonella germs can cause 
a diarrheal illness in people 
that can be mild, severe, or 
even life threatening. Chicks, 
ducklings, and other live 
poultry can carry Salmonella 
germs and still appear healthy 
and clean. Salmonella germs 
are shed in their droppings 
and can easily contaminate 
their bodies and anything in 
areas where birds live and 
roam. 

To protect yourself 
and your family from the 
Salmonella germ, 

Do: wash your hands 
thoroughly with soap and 
water right after touching 
live poultry or anything in 
the area where they live 
and roam. Adults should 
supervise hand washing 
for young children. If soap 
and water are not readily 
available, use hand sanitizer 
until you are able to wash 
your hands thoroughly with 
soap and water. Also, clean 
any equipment or materials 
associated with raising or 
caring for live poultry outside 
the house, such as cages or 
feed and water containers. 

Don’t: Don’t let children 
younger than 5 years of 
age, elderly persons, or 
people with weak immune 
systems handle or touch 
chicks, ducklings, or other 
live poultry. Don’t let live 
poultry inside the house, in 
bathrooms, or especially in 
areas where food or drink is 
prepared, served, or stored, 
such as kitchens, or outdoor 
patios. Also, don’t snuggle 
or kiss the birds, touch your 
mouth, or eat or drink around 
live poultry.

Booster seat enhancement bill 
needed for greater child safety 

HB 282 would bring Kentucky in line with 
31 other states, all neighboring states

Car crashes are the No. 
1 killer of children 1 to 12 
years old in the United States. 
According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), the 
best way to protect them in the 
car is to put them in the right 
seat, at the right time, and use 
it the right way. 

That is why it is critically 
important that the Kentucky 
General Assembly enact 
House Bill 282, the Booster 
Seat enhancement bill that 
is a key piece of Governor 
Steve Beshear’s legislative 
initiatives for greater safety 
and protection of our most 
precious asset - our children. 

Enactment of HB 282 
would bring Kentucky in 
line with in 31 other states, 
including all seven of our 
neighboring states, which 
require that children, once 
having outgrown harnessed 
child passenger seats, continue 
to use belted booster seats until 
they are 9 years old or 4 feet, 9 
inches tall (57 inches). 

The reason is simple: 
Motor vehicle seat belts 
were designed for adults, not 
children. But the added height 
of the booster seat enables 
the child to fit into a seat belt 


properly. 

Consider the case of an 8- 
year-old of typical height- 49 
inches. Envision that child 
buckled into a standard seat 
belt without benefit of a 
booster seat. By virtue of being 
8 years old, the child is legally 
restrained in Kentucky. But is 
he or she safely restrained? 

Chances are that the 
shoulder belt is on the child’s 
neck rather than the collar 
bone. The lap belt is up on the 
abdomen rather than over the 
lap and pelvis. According to 
Kosair Children’s Hospital, 
the ill-fitting lap belt puts the 
child at significantly greater 
risk of serious injury to the 
liver, spleen, pancreas, kidneys 
and intestines in the event of a 
crash. The ill-fitting shoulder 
belt puts the child at much 
higher risk of a serious head or 
facial injury. 

The following information 
from Kosair, drawn from 
142 trauma cases involving 
children in motor vehicle 
crashes, was presented recently 
to the House Transportation 
Committee in Frankfort: 

• All were restrained in 
seat belts. 

• 70 percent were older 
than 7 and younger than 10 
- so a booster seat was not 
required. 

• All had injuries to 
internal organs. 

• Half the children had 
head or face injuries, of which 


30 percent were severe. 

• 1 in 5 had large-bone leg 
fractures. 

• One child had a traumatic 
amputation consistent with 
having a belt that was not 
snug. 

Thanks to research by 
NHTSA and the American 
Academy of Pediatrics, we 
now know that our legal 
standard is not a sufficiently 
safe standard. 

Our emphasis needs to 
be on what is safe, not merely 
what is legal. 

HB 282 has been passed 
by the Kentucky House and 
now awaits action in the 
Kentucky Senate. 

Over the years, Kentucky 
has taken important steps 
aimed at improving the safety 
of children in passenger 
vehicles. In 1982, the General 
Assembly passed legislation 
that for the first time required 
the use of child passenger 
seats, and in 1988 attached 
penalties for noncompliance. 

The General Assembly 
followed up in 2008 with 
enactment of our current law, 
which requires use of booster 
seats for children under age 7 
and between 40 and 50 inches 
in height. 

HB282 is not complicated 
legislation. If enacted, the 
booster seat already being 
used by a 6-year-old would 
continue in use until the child 
turned 9. 

We applaud the Kentucky 
House for having passed HB 
282. We strongly encourage 
and eagerly await passage in 
the Kentucky Senate.

Bracken County 
Recreation T-Ball, Coach 
Pitch, and Little League 
Baseball is open to boys and 
girls ages 4-12 in all sur¬ 
rounding counties.

Sheriff’s Office 2012 Annual Report 


Sheriff Howard Niemei- 
er appreciates the citizens of 
for their continued support. 
The following is a summary 
of activities and programs for 
the Sheriff’s Office in 2012. 
This is not an all-inclusive 
report but gives a good over¬ 
view of the Sheriff’s Office. 
During 2012 the Sheriff’s 
Office participated in numer¬ 
ous events/programs present¬ 
ing crime prevention infor¬ 
mation, i.e. school events, 
parades, festivals, etc. The 
agency also continued to post 
crime tips in the media to get 
information out to the com¬ 
munity on crimes or scams 
that were taking place in the 
county. 

The following programs 
were available in the county: 
Neighborhood watch pro¬ 
gram; Town Hall Meetings 
for distributing information 
to community; Shout Out 
Boxes that are in the Au¬ 
gusta and Bracken County 
School Systems; DEA Drug 
Take Back Program which 
runs twice a year (over 35 
lbs. of drugs were collected 
and turned over to the DEA 
in 2012); and Prescription 
Drug Disposal Box that is 
available throughout the year 
at the Sheriff’s Office for the 
disposal of old prescriptions 
and pills that may be laying 
around the house. The Sher¬ 
iff’s Office also took several 
kids down to the Sheriff’s 
Ranch for camp. 

In 2012, the Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice initiated two new crime 
prevention programs. The 
first was the Sheriff’s Citi¬ 
zens Police Academy which 
teaches citizens about the 
workings of the Sheriff’s 
Office and the Criminal Jus¬ 
tice System. Citizen Police 
Academy participants are 
selected through an appli¬ 
cation process. Enrollment 
is limited to 15 attendees to 
achieve a more personal ex¬ 
perience for the participants. 
Attendees will experience 
some of the following top¬ 
ics during the training: FATS 
(Firearms Training Simula¬ 
tor); Crime Scene Investiga¬ 
tion; Narcotic Investigations; 
DUI Procedures; Court Pro¬ 
cedures; Patrol Techniques 
& Procedures; and other mis¬ 
cellaneous topics. The 1st 
Class graduated in November 
2012 . 

The 2nd new program 
the Bracken County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office held was its first 
Shop with a Sheriff Program 
on December 18, 2012. The 
Sheriff’s Office identified 
four children ranging in age 
from 7 years to 12 years in 
the community with the as¬ 
sistance of school personnel 
to participate. The children 
were treated to a meal at Mc¬ 
Donald’s in Maysville and 
from there went on to Walmart 


where they were able to shop 
for some gifts for them or 
other family members. Chief 
Deputy Bob Scott, Sheriff 
Niemeier and graduates of 
the Citizens Police Academy 
escorted children and assisted 
them shopping. The children 
had a wonderful time shop¬ 
ping and looking for items 
that they could take home and 
use. Each of the children also 
got the opportunity to ride in 
a police cruiser on this night. 
This program was a huge 
success due to the graduates 
of the Citizens Police Acad¬ 
emy and their fundraising to 
pay for the program. Much 
appreciation goes out to these 
graduates for their support of 
the Sheriff’s Office and this 
program. 

Drug activity in the Coun¬ 
ty continues to be a problem 
and the agency continues to 
address these issues with the 
resources that are available 
to the Sheriff’s Office. They 
have the anonymous tip line 
for reporting of crime, the 
phone number is 606-735- 
2578. This anonymous tip 
line can be used to report any 
type of crime, but is especial¬ 
ly set up for the reporting of 
drug activity in the County. 
However, if the crime is cur¬ 
rently in progress call 911 so 
that a dispatcher can send an 
officer out immediately. The 
tip line phone is not manned 
continuously and may not get 
answered until the following 
day or on Monday if left on 
the weekend. 

The Sheriff’s Office has 
taken a strong stance against 
drugs and will continue to 
investigate them vigorously. 
The drug roundup in May of 
last year is an example of the 
work that they are doing to 
address this problem in the 
County. To date they have 
arrested 21 individuals and 
are still looking for others 
that are facing drug charges. 
The Sheriff’s Office also con¬ 
ducted a Drug Sweep at the 
Bracken County High School 
and Middle School. This was 
done with the assistance of 
the Newport Police Depart¬ 
ment, Campbell County De¬ 
tention Center and the Day- 
ton Police Department K-9 
units. No drugs were found 
during these sweeps of the 
schools. 

The Sheriff continues to 
advise citizens in his conver¬ 
sations with them in regards 
to criminal activity in the 
county that they are not able 
to solve every case that we 
investigate, but this will not 
be due to the lack of effort on 
their part. During 2012 their 
clearance rate for cases by 
arrest was 47% compared to 
42% for 2011. Both of these 
figures are very good con¬ 
sidering the national aver¬ 
age is only around 13%. He 


promises you that they will 
investigate each case they 
get to the best of their ability. 
Should you have a problem 
with a case that they have in¬ 
vestigated do not hesitate to 
contact him. 

In 2012 the Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice was also able to acquire 
equipment through the mili¬ 
tary surplus program to assist 
law enforcement agencies. 
The Sheriff’s Office received 
two Humvees, a trailer and a 
generator through this pro¬ 
gram, value of all equipment 
is approximately $98,043. 
This equipment will be used 
during disasters, severe snow 
storms and to locate mari¬ 
juana grows throughout the 
county. The agency also re¬ 
ceived a fully equipped cruis¬ 
er that was donated by the 
Park Hills Police Department, 
with a value of $10,000. 

The Sheriff’s Office 
had four goals it wanted to 
achieve in 2012, these were: 

Develop and Complete 
Citizens Police Academy- 
completed November 2012. 
Increase Enforcement/Arrests 
for Drug Related Crimes- 
drug sweep in May 2012 with 
21 subjects arrested. Develop 
and Implement New Court 
Security Program for New 
Courthouse - hiring process 
has started and policies have 
been developed. Continue 
to Research and Apply for 
Grants - following grants ob¬ 
tained: CAD Grant $79,369, 
Repeater Grant $30,000, 
and Highway Safety Grant 
$ 1 , 000 . 

The Sheriff’s Office 
Goals for 2013 are as fol¬ 
lows: Continue the Investiga¬ 
tion/Enforcement and Arrests 
for Drug Activity in County, 
Complete the Move of Sher¬ 
iff’s Office to 2nd Floor of 
Courthouse, Hiring of New 
Deputy and Field Training 
for Deputy, and Implementa¬ 
tion of New Court Security 
Program and Hiring of Court 
Security Officers. 

The Sheriff’s Office will 
continue to inform the Com¬ 
munity through press re¬ 
leases, Facebook announce¬ 
ments, and any other means 
of activities of the Sheriff’s 
Office and Crime tips in the 
county. The support of the 
citizens in the county is the 
driving force that continues 
to assist their agency in the 
solving of crimes throughout 
the county. It is a Communi¬ 
ty Partnership with the Sher¬ 
iff’s that will continue to help 
make this a safer county for 
all our families and friends to 
live, work and play.
